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JUDGE NOT!

“Judge not, and ye shall not be judged: condemn 
not, and ye shall not be condemned: forgive, and ye 
shall be forgiven.”—Lake 6:37. 


“My husband says he is a Christian, but he is not,” said 


a lady the other day. 


“That man is not a Christian; he 


claims to be, but I know he is not by the way he lives,”’ said 


a pastor. 
How common that is! 


Yet what a wicked sin it is, 
clearly and repeatedly forbidden in the Bible. 


God plainly 


commands us not to judge others. We are not to judge 
whether one is saved or not; we are not to judge his motives, 
his sincerity, nor anything else about his heart. 


Not a single Christian on the 
earth is to pass judgment on the 
state of any person’s heart or to 
judge whether others are saved. 
Yet here is a widespread sin. The 
more fundamental in —doctrine 
Christians are the more they are 
tempted to become like Pharisees, 
feeling themselves perfectly cap- 
able to pass judgment on others. 
Often the more Christians are 
separated from the world,’ the 
more like Pharsaical hypocrites 
they become, freely passing judg- 
ment on others who profess to be 
children of God, but who do not 
live clean lives separated from 
worldliness. In literally hundreds 
ef cases;--Christians have told me 


that one who attended a picture, 


show was certainly not saved. I 
know the evils of the movies (see 
my book, What’s Wrong With 
Movies?), but I know I have no 
right on that basis to judge 
whether one is a child of God, 
whether he has ever been born 
again or not. 

Since my articles on “Lodges 
Examined By the Bible” (now in 
book form) were printed in THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD, I have 
had a heavy mail on that subject. 
A number of people have_written 
saying that one who was a lodge 
member could not possibly be a 
child of God. In the manuscript 
of the look on lodges, I gave the 
example of my godly father, a 
minister, who joined = several 
lodges and the harm it did him, 
end said, “But my father was a 
saved man.” The book came back 
from the publisher with the quota- 
tion changed by the judging edi- 
tor to, “I think my Father was a 
saved man,” inferring a doubt. 

This week, I have just answered 
a letter from a woman who in- 
sisted that if one fell into out- 
broken sin, he could not possibly 
have been born again. 

In revivals I am_ constantly 
shocked by pastors telling me how 
gure they feel that certain of their 
members are,not saved. They re- 
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fer to members who can name a 
time and place when they defi- 
nitely trusted Christ for salva- 
tion but have now grown back- 
slidden and cold. 


To all this the Lord Jesus gives 
a clear and definite command: 
“Judge not!” It is a wicked sin, 
a sin of pride, of self-righteous- 
ness, of arrogance. It grieves 
God and does unmeasured harm. 
[I beg you, my readers, do not be 
guilty of this sin! 

While Christians cannot judge 
people, they may judge certain 
things, certain facts. It will clear 
our minds if we discuss, before 
going further, the things that a 
Christian may and should judge. 

First, a Christian can judge 
faise doctrine. In Matthew 7:15- 
20 is a passage often misinterpret- 
ed. It is in the same chapter where 
Jesus said, “Judge not, that ye be 
not judged” (Matt. 7:1). Read 
this passage carefully: 

“Beware of false prophets, 
which come to you in sheep's 
clothing, but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves. Ye shall know 
them by their fruits. Do men

came expecting to see a guarded 
grave. They found a burial place 
without the body of the beloved. 
They came to do the last rites for 
the dead. 

You see, that He had been 
buried at all was in itself an un- 
usual thing.

fornia for the conference. Nine 
came from the province of Mani- 
toba, Canada; and others of our 
Canadian neighbors came from the 
Provinces Ontario, New Bruns- 
wick, Saskatchewan, and Alberta. 
States represented were: Iowa, 
Illinois, Michigan, Ohio, Colorado, 
Kentucky, Virginia, North Da-

D. C., Oregon,’ New York, Mis- 
souri, Wisconsin, Nebraska, New 
Jersey, Tennessee, Georgia, Texas, 
Arkansas, California, North Caro- 
lina, South Dakota.

reason is very plain. The 


Lord had told them He was to die, | 


that He would rise the third day; 
but they had not listened. You 
will find two verses in each of the 
Gospels which lie right together. 
In one verse the Lord describes 
His suffering and death. In the 
next verse the disciples are argu- 
ing among themselves as to who 
shall have the chief place in the 
kingdom. 

He said, ‘I must die!’ 

They said, ‘I wonder how much 
gold braid we will have on our 
vniforms ?’ 

He said, ‘I will suffer much at 
the hands of wicked men.’ 

They said, ‘I wonder who is 
geing to sit on the right hand 
and who is going to be on the 
left im the kingdom?’ They did 
net enter into the fellowship of 
suffering. They were so interest- 
ed in His glory—not His glory, 
primarily, but their glory reflect- 
ed from His kingdom. Is it any 
wonder, then, that they were not 
prepared for the suffering? 


We Are to Witness Till Christ 
Returns 


Forty days have passed 
that time. They have seen Him, 
have touched Him. They have 
been fed by His hands. Now He 
leads them to the mount of Olives 
to take His departure. Wonder- 
ful spot! Sweet by its associa- 
tion, and sacred. They had gone 


since 
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with Him many nights up to the 
brow of Olivet. Beyond was 
Bethany where Mary, Martha and 
Lazarus lived. They had _ been 
there with Him many times. He 
tad wept over Jerusalem from 
the crest of the hill, saying, “How 
otten would I have gathered thy 
children together...and ye would 


not!” From the shades of the 
olive trees they led Him out to 
trial and crucifixion. Now to 


this blessed place He goes with 
them and departs to Glory. 
But the last question they ask 


Him is still about the kingdom: 
‘Wilt thou at this time restore 
gain the kingdom to Israel?” 


The emphasis, I think, is on those 
words: “at this time.” “Wilt thou 
AT THIS TIME restore again 
the kingdom to-’Israel?” What 
they meant, I think, is this: “We 
understand that the suffering had 
tc come before the glory. We 
realize now that the cross had to 
come before the crown. But sure- 
ly You have proved Your power 
over death. You have asserted 


Your right to reign. Surely, 
Lord, You'll take the kingdom 
now?” But He answered them 


as I sometimes think we need to 
te answered in these days: ‘It is 
rone of your business when the 
kingdom is to be. The Father 
locks that ir the secret of His 
own power. But ye shal) be wit- 
nesses untc me.’ 

Now, this is not a commission. 
This is simply the statement of a 
fact. He commissions them else- 
vhere to go and preach the gos- 
rel. Here He makes a simple 
statement: ‘Ye shall be witnesses 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you.’ 

My friends, every man who is 
filled with God’s Holy Spirit is a 
vitness for Jesus Christ. I do 
not believe that a man can be 
an effective witness until he has 
experienced the infilling of God's 
Holy Spirit. Now, do not be 


elarmed. You can talk about the 
infilling of the Holy Spirit and 
seme people become frightened 


ena afraid. They think you are 
going to go off on something 
strange and abnormal and fanati- 
cal. It is as natural in the Chris- 
tian experience for God's child to 
be filled with the Holy Spirit as 
it is for a baby to grow into a 
strong man. I do not care what 
you call it You can speak of 
eradication or perfection or a sec- 
ond work of grace-—-call it what 
you will, brother, but be sure 


that you have it! 

These disciples were a witness 
tu one fact: that Jesus Christ 
vas ~risen from the dead. The 
unsaved Jews said, “They have 
hid his body. His dust is blowing 
about the hills of Judaea some- 
where.’ But those disciples went 


out with the testimony: “Christ 
is risen! How do I know? Be- 
ccuse He dwelleth in me!” That 
is the evidence the world needs 
these days. Until the world sees 
the evidence of resurrection life in 
the Christian’s heart and life there 
can be no revival, no power, no 
witness that is effective for Jesus 
Christ. And the nice thing about 
2 testimony like that, brethren, 
is that you do not have to worry 
about the results. Just give the 
witness! 

Many years ago a great New 
England preacher had an appoint- 
ment near Boston. He awoke that 
Sunday morning to find the city 
im the grip of a blizzard. He 
tnought, “It is no use to go to 
that country church; the people 
will not be able to get out.”’ Then 
he said, “But I promised to go 
and I'll be there.’ In passing, let 
me say that I haven’t much re- 
spect for a preacher who does not 
keep his appointments. We say 
to those young ministers at Bob 
Jones University, “There is no sin 
greater than the sin of a preacher 
who makes a promise to go some- 
where and preach and then does 
not show up.” That is a terrible 
sin! 

This New England preacher got 
or. a horse and started out. It 
was in the days before snowplows 
end automobiles. He arrived just 


begin. There was no smoke com- 
ing out of the chimney. The jani- 
ter had not even made it that 
morning. He put his horse in 
the shed, went in and built his 
own fire. Then he sat in the pal- 
pit with his Bible on his knee and 
thought, “Well, I'll have a quiet 
time here. I at least will not be 
disturbed.” 

He was just beginning to read 
the Word when he felt a draft

I need 
not tell you where he sat. He

Somebody 
recently asked me: “What do you 
suppose is the meaning of that 
verse which says, ‘Many that are 
first shal] be last; and the last 
shall be first’?’’ 

I said, “I'll tell you how a lot 
cf Christian people interpret it. 
They seem to think that the first 
people to get to church can be in 
the last row and the last people 
to get there have to sit in the 
front row.” 

Well, I think if I had been there 
that morning I would have gone 
back, put my feet on the fender 
cf the stove and talked about the 
Lord Jesus. But this was a 
learned New England D. D. So he 
got up ,adjusted his glasses, an- 
nounced a hymn and began to 
sing. They sang it together. (lI 
have always hoped that one was 
a tenor and the other a bass so 
they could have a little harmony!) 
He went through the whole serv- 


him. 


ice. Of course he had to skip 
the collection—-there wasn’t any- 
body to pass the plates! But 


aside from that he went through 
the whole service. After he had 
, reached the sermon and had the 


renediction he opened his eyes 
and saw that the church was 
empty. The congregation had 
sneaked out during the prayer! 

He forgot about the incident. 
But some years later he was 
preaching in the state of Ohio 
when a man came up and said, 
“Dr. Beecher, you and I once 


spent an hour and a half together 


alone in a blizzard,” and he re- 
minded him of the occasion. “I 
came in to get warm that day,” 
he said. “I was lost in a snow- 
storm. I had not been to church 


in twenty years. I thought, ‘I'll 
go in and sit behind somebody. 
I'll get warm and get a little nap 
during the service.’ But there 
was not anybody to hide behind 
and everything you said hit me.’ 

Did you ever feel like that? 
Did you ever feel that everything 
the preacher said went right to 
you? One of the petitions in my 
litany that I pray almost every 
day is, “From these folks 
come up after the service and 
say, ‘Brother, this church sure 
needed that message: good Lord, 
deliver us."” I would rather 
have one mad woman come up 
and say, “You had no business to 
preach to me like that!" than to 
have fifty people come up and 
say, “A lot of people in this 
church needed that sermon.” 
They mean they did not get a 
thing for themselves.

“I got warm all right-—-got warm 
inside and outside.

He Knocked on the door and 
said, ‘Say, we want to carry our 
reighbor over here to Jesus. Jesus 
is in town and I believe He can 
care him of the palsy.

A dead man lies 
still so you can work on him, but 
a man with the palsy is shaking 
so I do not know whether you 
could do anything with him oF 
not. Maybe he had one per cent 
of the faith, or two per cent. I 


Il!) go along; I believe in being 
neighbors.’ 

When they got there I dare 
say—-now this is not in the Bible. 
Maybe I am violating the Scrip- 
tural injunction in speculating 
above what is written, but I am 
not speculating on the inspiration 
of Scripture or the goodness of 
God or the dealings of God. I 
am speculating on human nature, 
and that is a pretty safe specu- 
lation. It is usually deceitful 
above all things and _  incurably 
sick. You can usually speculate 
the worst about humankind and 
be all right. 


They got there and went upon 
the roof. I wish I had time to 
develop the story. I have always 
wondered what that fellow 
thought when they started tearing 
eff his roof. There is a lot of 
humor in the Bible. I mean that 
reverently, but there is a lot of 
human nature in the Bible; and 
human nature is very amusing. 
The man had the most distin- 
tinguished company he had ever 
had. The Pharisees from Jerusa- 
lem were there, and this great 
new Rabbi. The place looked like 
a Smith family reunion. The whole 
yard was crowded. (Of course I 
say Smith because my name is 
Jones.) He was having the nic- 
est time being a good host, and 
here a bunch of ruffians’ start 
tearing up the roof. Strange 
thing: there was plenty of room 
to let a bed down when they be- 
gan to tear off the roof. The 
house was crowded but the lame 
naan found a place at the feet 
of Jesus. 

Brethren, if we would be willing 
to tear off some roofs for God, if 
we would really get down and do 
the job, we would see some men 
sick of the palsy of sin carrying 
their beds home with them and 
praising God on the way. 

I had an interesting experience 
ix: the meeting we just closed in 
Cincinnati. There was one lay- 
man who for eight years had been 
trying to get some churches in 


Cincinnati together for a union 
meeting. He enlisted a friend 
who goes to Winona Lake.* They 


have been praying for all _ these 
years and finally this year they 
got nine churches together— at 
least nominally. There were ac- 
tually about four; it usually 
works out like that. But they 
got these churches together for @ 
great union meeting in the city 
ci Cincinnati. Sunday night, the 
last night of the meeting, during 
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the last verse of the last invita- 
tion hymn, the daughter of the 
man who had prayed that revival 
down came forward and trusted 
Jesus Christ. Brethren, if we do 
some work for God, He will re- 
ward our faith. 


This business of being a Chris- 
tian and a Christian witness and 
an evangelist and a preacher 
and a soul winner is a tough job. 
It is a full-time job. 


I remember out in Sioux City, 
Iowa, in a tent meeting, there 
was an afflicted girl who sat 
every night in the front of the 
tent. They brought her in and 
put her in the chair. She could 
not walk. I watched her night 
after night. Her face was radi- 
ant when someone talked about 
the Lord Jesus. You know you 
gee some folks who love the Lord 
and whose faces just light up like 
a chandelier when you mention 
the name of the Lord Jesus. 


I wondered about the girl's 
story—poor afflicted creature. I 
tried to get down to speak to her 
but by the time we had dealt with 
the folks who had come forward 
every night they had slipped her 
out. One night I let somebody 
else deal with the converts and I 
went down and stood right there 
until the benediction was over. I 
said to the woman with the girl, 


“I would like to meet this young 
lady.” 


She said, “Yes, I would like for 
You to know my daughter. She 
was a student in the Moody Bible 
Institute. She developed _ sleep- 
ing sickness. For six months she 
was unconscious. When she re- 
gained consciousness she had lost 
the use of all of her limbs. She 
seemed to be spastic. She cannot 
speak. For weeks and months we 
had no hope that she would ever be 
able to do anything. One day she 
indicated that she would like to 
have a pencil. I did not think she 
would be able to write but I gave 
her a pencil and tablet. She held 
the pencil between two fingers 
and began to write a letter to 
a friend of hers who had lost a 
loved one. She told the friend 
about how Jesus coultf mieet her 
needs and save her -.from sin. 
Ever since then that girl spends 
her time reading the papers, find- 
ing the names of people who are 
in sorrow and trouble and writing 
them to tell them about Jesus.” 
I looked at that poor afflicted 
girl and my heart smote me for 
the many times I had failed to 
work for Jesus Christ. 


He said, “Occupy till I come.” 
The business of the church is to 
occupy and the work of the occu- 
pation is the work of soul win- 
ning. It is not social reform. It 
ig not the United Nations. It is 


not prohibition—with all due re- 
spect to all those things. They 
ere all good movements but the 
primary business of the church is 
winning souls. That is the task. 
He worked. On the cross He 
worked the work of our redemp- 
tion. Now He is working the work 
‘f intercession and preparing 
heaveniy mansions. But our busi- 
ness is to work for Him down 
here. Brethren, the task is hard 
but the reward is great! 


We Are to Watch for Christ’s 
Coming 

We are to do something else til: 
He comes back—-now I am getting 
a little close to hallelujah ground. 
When I taik about the obligation 
of the church in the light of the 
Lord's coming we do not feel much 
like shouting. That sounds too 
much like effort on our part. But 
we are supposed to watch for the 
coming of Jesus. 

Well, how do*you watch? He 
said, ‘I will come as a thief in the 
night.. Down in South Carolina 
we lock our doors at night and go 
to bed and sleep. In fact, at my 
house we lock the doors twice 
I lock. the door. Just as get the 
window open on a cold night to 
let ‘the wind blow in, Mrs. Jones 
says to me, “Honey, did you lock 
the door?” 

“Yes, honey, I locked the door. 
Good night,” and out goes the 
light. I am one of these people 
who usually go to sleep the minute 
they hit the bed. 

[ am just about gone and she 
says, “Honey, I don’t believe you 
lockeq the door; you had better 
Zo and see.” 

“Oh, honey .. You know you 
do not say what you feel like 
saying. You just say, “Well now 
I know I locked the door; go to 
sleep.” 

She says, “All right.” But a 
little later she says, “Il am sure 
you didn’t lock that door; honey, 
go and see if you locked the 
door.” 

By that time I am just about 
gone and it does not take much 
effort to fake a snore—I’m almost 
snoring anyway. Then I hear her 
say, “Well, if you won't go, I will.” 
Say, don’t they bully us! What 
else can a fellow do then but go? 
So I get up, go across the floor 
in my bare feet to the living room, 
and sure enough the door is un- 
locked. Somebody has come along 
and unlocked it since I went to 
bed! So I lock the door the second 
time, get in bed again and go to 
sleep. Now, the Lord Jesus is 
coming as a thief in the night. 

How do we watch for the com- 
ing of the Lord Jesus? We go 
about the business of life, con- 
stantly expecting His coming. 
Brethren, we should never get up 
into the pulpit to preach without 
thinking, “This may be the last 
sermon [I will preach before the 
Lord comes back.” It means to 
do every task of every day in the 
light of the Lord’s coming. Sister, 
the best way you can watch for 
the Lord's coming is to go home 
and wash the dishes you left in 
the sink when you came _ to 
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THE SWORD OF THE LORD

gather grapes of thorns, or figs 
of thistles? Even so every good 


tree bringeth forth good fruit, 
but a corrupt tree bringeth forth 
evil fruit. A good tree cannot 
bring forth evil fruit, neither can 
a corrupt tree bring forth good 
fruit. Every tree that bringeth 


not forth good fruit is hewn down, 


and cast into the fire. Where- 
fore by their fruits ye shall know 
them’’—-Matt. 7:15-20. 


Careless people seeking an ex- 
cuse for their sin love to take 
verse 20 of the above passage as 


contradicting the command to 
judge not and therefore giving 
them a right to judge people by 
their fruits and thus determine 
whether they are saved. But that 
is not the meaning of the passage 
as any honest and prayerful stu- 
dent can see. 

In these verses Jesus is talking 
about false prophets. The fruit 
of a false prophet is false teach- 
ing, unscriptural doctrine. Thus 
one may compare the preaching, 


teaching or writing of a religious 
leader with the Bible and deter- 
mine whether or not his doctrine 
is true. One may read “Christian 
Science” literature, for example, 
and see that it denies the fact of 
sin, denies the blood atonement of 
Christ, denies the need for a new 
birth, denies the fallen nature of 
man. One can see that “Chris- 
tian Science” makes Mary Baker 


Eddy about on an equal with 
Christ and counts her writings 
inspired like the Bible. Then any 


reader has a right to judge the 
doctrines of Mary Baker Eddy as 
false doctrine. By such doctrine, 
then, one knows that she was a 
false prophet. We cannot tell 
whether or not she was saved. It 
looks doubtful, but no one can 
know. Saved people have often 
fallen into false doctrine. We 
cannot tell whether she was sin- 
cerely and earnestly trying to do 
right. Her divorces, her taking 
material without giving credit to 
other teachers,’ her boldness in 
placing her own writings equal to 
the Bible, indicate a sinful atti- 
tude of heart. But we must leave 
it to God as to whether she was 
more wicked than others in her 
heart. We certainly know her 
teaching is false and that she was 
a false teacher, a false prophet. 
“Ye shall know’*them by their 
fruits.” 

Thus, every hearer has a right 
to weigh the teachings of pastor, 
evangelist. Bible teacher, and 
author, and carefully, diligently, 
to compare them with the Bible. 
That is what the noble hearers 
did in Berea when they heard the 
preaching of Paul and _. Silas. 
“These were more noble tian 
those in Thessalonica, in that they 
received the word with all readi- 
nese of mind, and searched the 
gacriptures daily, whether’ those 
things were so” (Acts 17:11). 

Christians have a right to judge 
doctrine but not to judge the 
hearts of men. 

Second, Christians have a right 
to judge concerning right and 
wrong. Instead of having Chris- 
tians carry differences to law to 
be tried in secular courts in any 
controversy of wages, wrongs, or 
damages; other Christians should 
be called in to arbitrate the mat- 
ter prayerfully. 

“Dare any of you, having a 
matter against another, go to 
law before the unjust, and not 
before the saints? bo ye _ not 
know that the saints shall judge 
the world? and if the world shall 
be judged by you, are ye unwor- 
thy to judge the smallest matters? 
Know ye not that we shall judge 
angels? how much more things 
that pertain to this life? If then 
ye have judgments of things per- 
taining to this life, set them to 
judge who are least esteemed in 
the church. I speak to your 
shame. Is it so, that there is not 
a wise man among you? no, not 
one that shall be able to judge 
between his brethren?”—I Cor. 
6:1-5. 

A child of God should have a 
mght to help other Christians to 
come to an agreement about what 
would be right and just in their 
treatment one of another. But 


that is entirely different from 
judging persons, hearts and mo- 
tives. If a Christian brother's 
cow got into a fellow Christian's 
corn, I might prayerfully judge 
how much damage was done to 
the corn and how much his neigh- 
bor, who left the gate open, 
should pay to make it right. But 
it would be foolish and wicked 
tor me to judge on circumstantial 
evidence how much malice was in 
the heart of one neighbor against 
the other and that one man was 
unconverted because of the way 
he treated his neighbor. 


In fact, the only way Chris- 
tians would be useful as a medi- 


'etor in such a case would be by 


maintaining the spiritual attitude 


commanded by the Saviour in 
Luke 6:36, 37, “Be ye therefore 
nierciful, as your Father also is 
'merciful. Judge not, and ye 
shall not be judged: condemn not, 
and ye shall not be condemned: 
forgive, and ye shall be forgiven.” 


spirit, 


Judging right and wrong in mat- 
ters and things is not the same 
as judging people, their hearts 
and motives. 

Third, Christians may even 
pass judgment on the lives of 
other Christians to the extent of 
publicly withdrawing fellowship 
from them in the church, exclud- 
ing them from memberhip in the 
ecengregation. In I Corinthians, 
chapter 5, Paul calls the attention 
of the church at Corinth to a 
member who was living in. open 
sin, comimtting fornication with 
his step-mother. The sin was 
well known and was causing great 
reproach on the church. Paul in- 
sisted, “That he that hath done 
this deed might be taken away 
from among you. For I verily, as 
absent in body, but present in 
have judged already, as 
though I were present, concern- 
ing him that hath so done this 
deed” (I Cor. 5:2, 3). 


He commanded them that when 
they were gathered together they 
should with his spirit and with 
the power of Christ purge out the 
leaven, that is, publicly §§ they 
Should “‘deliver such an one unto 
Satan for the destruction of the 
fiesh, that the spirit may be sav- 
ed in the day of the Lord Jesus” 
(1 Cor. 5:5) They were not to 
keep company with anyone who 
was called a brother but was 
known to be ‘a fornicator, or 
covetous, or an idolater, or a 
railer, or a drunkard, or an ex- 
tortioner” (verse 11). They were 
not to eat with such a person nor 
have fellowship with him. And 
the chapter closes with this com- 
mand, “Therefore put away from 
among yourselves that wicked 
person.” 

It is clear, then, that Christians 
have a right to judge concerning 
certain sins that should break 
Christian fellowship. Christians 
who commit such sins bring a 
great reproach on the church. 
Such people should first be visited 
to try to win them to the right 
way (Matt. 18:15-17). If such a 
wayward Christian is penitent, he 


should be immediately forgiven. 
Paul said about such cases, 
“Brethren, if a man be overtaken 


in a fault. ye which are spiritual, 
restore such an one in the spirit 
of meekness; considering thyself, 
lest thou also be tempted” (Gal. 
6:1). 

But where there is a continual 
course of disgraceful sin, contam- 
inating others, bringing shame on 
the cause of Christ, then Chris- 
tians ought to withdraw from the 
fellowship of any such church 
member. To ignore or endorse 
such flagrant and publicly known 


Psin, unconfessed and unrepented, 


would grieve God and do great 
harm. Christians, then, have a 
right to judge about - publicly 
known sin and to avoid fellowship 
and companionship with those 
who continue in such sin. 

But what a wonderful lesson 
does the inspired apostle Paul 
give us in I Corinthians, chapter 
5, about judging one another! 
Though he knew the horrible na- 
ture of the sin of this man con- 
tinuing in fornication with his 
step-mother, and though he insist- 
ed that the man be turned out of 
the church at the next meeting, 


yet Paul never once said that man 
was not saved! Rather he urged 
that the man be publicly deliv- 
ered to Satan “for the destruc- 
tion of the flesh, that the spirit 
may be saved in the day of the 
Lord Jesus” (I Cor. 5:5). Sin 
brings ruin to the body, and even 
the child of God cannot avoid the 
fearful reapingé-of the wages of 
sin in his flesh. But Paul confi- 
dently trusted that the spirit of 
even this wicked fornicator would 
be found saved in the day of the 
Lord Jesus! While Paul judged 
concerning the man’s deed, he did 
not attempt to judge the man’s 
heart or motives and did not say 
that the man was unsaved, nor 
cid he encourage anyone else to 
say so. 

And Paul's trust was vindicat- 
ed. The people in Corinth turned 
out that brother and refused to 
associate with him because of his 
disgraceful life. When Paul wrote 
to them again, the brother had 
shown such penitence, such sor- 
row, such a change in life, that 
Paul urged them. quickly to for- 
give him and receive him (II Cor. 
2:5-11). He was evidently a truly 
saved man all along. 

A Christian then may judge doc- 
trine, comparing it with the Bible. 
He may judge sin, prayerfully, 
without judging the sinner. But 
no Christian ever has a right to 
pass judgment as to whether 
someone else is saved or lost. And 
no Christian has a right to pre- 
sume that he knows the motives 
and intentions of any heart. 

If one declares that he has 
trusted in Christ as his Saviour 
end has assurance that his sins 
are forgiven by faith in the shed 
blood of Christ, then I ought char- 
ilably to take his testimony the 
best I can. If he does not live 
as a Christian ought, then I must 
consider my own frail attempts, 
my own failures, my own sins, 
not so well known to the public, 
perhaps, but intimately known to 
God. 

If one does not claim to have 
trusted in Christ and to have ac- 
cepted Him as Saviour, then we 
doright to take his testimony 
that he is unsaved. We know 
that if one claims to be saved by 
lis OWn goodness, or saved by 
church membership, he is mistak- 
en because we have the plain 
Statements of the Word of God 
that only those who trust in Christ 
are saved. We have the right to 
suppose -that one who does not 
Claim to have trusted Christ for 
salvation is lost. And, charitably, 
we can only hope that one who 
professes to know and love the 
Saviour and to have trusted Him 
Wholly for salvation is really a 
child of God. 

Doubtless, in many cases, our 
Suppositions are not true. Some 
ere saved who cannot give any 
c.ear testimony as to when and 
how it happened. Something very 
definite happens in the heart of 
one who is saved; but often not 
much happens in the head, not 
much of assurance, nor of clear 
testimony, until the "Word of God 
brings light to the mind. Babies 
are born a good while before they 
know much. And babies would 
never know who their fathers or 
mothers were or anything about 
their birth unless they were 
taught by others. S6 some are 
saved who have no clear testi- 
niony, and some are saved who 
do not act like they are saved. 
But a percentage of others, we 
are taught in the word, are not 
saved, though they claim to be. 
And many are unrighteous sin- 
ners who appear very moral and 
religious. We can only trust 
that those have trusted Christ and 
have been born again who say they 
have. 

We are apt to be mistaken 
sometimes, being human after all. 
Seeing now only through a glass 
darkly, we cannot judge the heart. 
“Judge not that ye be not judg- 
ed.” 


Bible Examples Prove That 
Many Are Saved Who Do 
Not Act Like It 
If I had intimately known Lot, 
the rich man who moved, his fam- 
ily down to Sodom and had fel- 
lowship with the wicked Sodom- 
ites calling them brethren; if I 
had heard him offer to send his 
virgin daughters out into the 
night for the lewd pleasure 


of a crowd of sex perverts; 
if I had known his Mliife of 
covetousness, of worldliness, and 
drink, so that his religion was 
the joke of his  sons-in-law, I 
would have assumed, no doubt, 
that he was an unsaved hypocrite. 
He never won a soul. He kept 
the company of wicked men, and 
strove to please them. He took 
his wine with him out to the cave 
whither he fled and then got 
drunk and ruined both his remain- 
ing daughters!~ Did anyone ever 
have more marks ‘of a Christless, 
wicked man? Certainly I would 
have judged him to be unsaved. 
But I certainly would have been 
mistaken. God calls him “just 
Lot,” says he was “‘vexed with the 
filthy conversation of the wicked,” 
and says that he was a righteous 
man who vexed his righteous soul 
from day to day with the unlaw- 
ful deeds of the Sodomites (Il 
Peter 2:7,8). Only God knew the 
heart of Lot, that he was really a 
just man, that he really was sin- 
cere, and that he had a changed 
heart, a “righteous soul.’ Reader, 
you dare not judge! 
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a hypocrite who never knew sal- 
vation. That was simply one of 
the many cases in which a child 
of God was overtaken in a griev- 
ous sin, a sin that brought great 
reproach on the name of God. And 
the casual observer would never 
have known the real anguish of 
heart that the born-again David 
had about his sin. By divine rev- 
elation it is pictured in Psalm 51. 
David was a saved man,.a man 
with a new heart, a man who hal- 
ed sin and loved God, a man after 
God’s own heart. But like all 
other Christians, he still had the 
oid nature, too, and the tempta- 
tions our human flesh is heir to 
until our bodies are changed and 
glorified at Christ’s coming. Any- 
one who judged David a lost man 
would have been a presumptuous 
sinner passing judgment on the 
heart which only God can see. 


Simon Peter did not act like a 
Christian when he sat down with 
the enemies of Christ and first de- 
nied and then cursed and swore 
that he did not know Jesus’ and 
that he was no friend of the Sav- 
iour. Surely that sin was as bad 
as adultery or murder. It was the 
combined sin of bad company, 
lack of faith, lying, blasphemy and 
denying the Saviour in the great- 
est hour of His trial. Peter did 
not act like a Christian but he was 
one. The presumptuous judge 
vould have said that Peter was 
not saved, that he had no true 
love for the Saviour. I have no 
doubt that many did say that. 
There is a hint of that in the an- 
guished cry of Peter to Jesus later 
ky the sea of Galilee when Peter 
said, “Lord, thou knowest all 
things; thou knowest that I love 
thee” (John 21:17). Others did 
not know that Peter loved Christ, 
but Peter knew that Jesus knew. 
What a comparison to all of us 
when our sins have shaken the 
faith of others in us and when the 
critical and _ self-righteous pass 
judgment upon us! God knows 
our hearts and He knows whether 
we truly love Him, even though 
our lives shamefully fail to show 
it ccicinasiidtiatinas 
A Thiistian cannot commit the 
unpardonable sin nor any other 
sin that would involve the loss of 
his salvation. But aside from 
that unpardonable sin, a child of 
God maybe guilty of any out- 
vard, gross sin, however vile, that 
a lost sinner might commit. If 
it is drunkenness, then Noah 
whom God picked out of the 
whole world as the best man and 
saved him and his family in the 
flood—Noah got drunk (Gen. 9: 
21).. So did Lot (Gen. 19:33). So 
Cid some Christians in the church 
in Corinth: They got drunk at 
the Lord’s Supper and died and 
were taken on to Heaven because 
of their sin (I Cor. 11:21, 30). So 
have thousands of other  born- 
apain Christians so that the most 
Spiritual church mentioned in the 
Bible, the Ephesians, needed to be 
warned: “Be ye, not drunk with 
wine.” 

Can a Christian commit the sin 
cf fornication or adultery? Many 
Christians have committed it. 
David did (II Sam. 11:4). So did 
Lot (Gen. 19:32-36). So did the 
man whom Paul had the church 
at Corinth to exclude from mem- 
bership “and then receive again 
(I Cor. 5:1). 

Can a lost Christian commit mur- 
der? So did more than one Chris- 
tian in the Bible. David did (II 
Sam. 11:14-17). David was a man 
of blood and for that reason was 
not allowed to build the temple 
{I Chrom. 22:8). Moses killed a 
man (Exodus 2:12). Peter cer- 
tainly tried to kill the servant of 
the high priest, when he cut off 
his ear (John 18:10). And the 
sin was counted so disgraceful

even the grossest sins, such as 
drunkenness, cursing, adultery or 
even killing. Surely these exam- 
ples ought to show us that we 
are utterly incapable of seeing the 
human heart and judging it. 
There is no possible way by which 
we may know whether another is 
Saved or lost. 

“For man looketh on the out- 
ward appearance, but the Lord 
looketh on the heart” (I Sam. 
16:7). 


Lost People May Appear to 
Be Saved 
Appearances are deceitful. Hu- 
man judgment is unreliable. If 
one cannot certainly judge by an- 
other's life that he is lost, just 
SG one cannot be sure that those 
who appear to be saved are saved. 
Judas Iscariot evidently 
vinced everyone who 
save Jesus alone, that he was a 
Christian. Not a single time is a 
question raised about the sincerity 
of Judas as a Christian. He was 
made treasurer of the band and 
carried the bag. When Jesus 
plainly told the disciples that one 
of them was a devil who did not 
believe in Him (John 6:64, 70, 
71), there is no indication that 
anyone suspected Judas. Later, 
when at the last supper, Jesus 
said, “One of you shall betray 
me,” everyone of them began to 
say, “Lord, is it I?” (Matt. 26:21, 
22). No one said, “Is it Judas?” 
The tenth chapter of Matthew in- 
dicates that Judas was sent on 
the missionary tour with the oth- 
ers to heal the sick and to cast 
eut devils. And Matthew 7:22, 
23 states that many like him that 
ere lost sinners will be turned 
away from the gate of Heaven. 
Doubtless, many a self-righteous 
hypocrite in the churches, uncon- 
verted, appears so pious, teaches 
the Bible so well, so prays in 
public, sings in the choir, tithes, 
and lives a moral and upright life 
as to convince everyone that he 
is a child of God. It is impossi- 
bie for a frail human being to 
really judge, and to attempt to do 
so is wicked sin. Jesus com- 
mands, “Judge not, that ye be not 
judged.” 
. The Warning of the Tares 
In Matthew, chapter thirteen, 
the Saviour illustrates the King- 
dom of Heaven by a field sowed 
with good seed into which an ene- 
my came and sowed tares. The 
tares and wheat appeared so much 
alike that all were deceived for a 
time. Then the servants wanted 
to pluck out the tares but the 
householder said, ‘Nay; ~ lest 
while ye gather up the tares, ye 
root up also the wheat with them” 
(Matt. 13:28) . Any _ self-right- 
ous, arrogant judge who would 
take upon himself the duty and 
privilege of plucking out of the 
church all of the unsaved ones 
would root up the wheat with 
tares. Only the angels of God at 
the proper time will be wise 
enough to take the tares and burn 
them and gather the wheat into 
the barn. Some tares appear to 
be wheat and wheat appears to be 
tares. And if you really knew all 
the sins of every Christian in the 
world without knowing their 
hearts, then everyone of them 
would jook to you like a lost sin- 
ner. 
Salvation Is by Grace Alone 
We are all such sinners that it 
is only the grace of God that can 
save any of us. No one ever de- 
served salvation before he was 
saved, and it is equally true that 
not a one of us deserves salvation 
after we are saved. The best and 
purest” Christian in the world is 
still an-un table servant.‘ Of 
us all itis true, “There is no 
difference: for all have sinned, 
and come short of the giory of 
God” (Rom. 3:22, 23). Every one 
of us who: are children of God 


con- 
knew him, 


too. Our 
of fallen 


have the old nature, 
bodies are the bodies 
men and women and if we are 
honest, we must say like Paul, 
“For I know that in me (that is, 
in my flesh,) dwelleth no good 
thing: for to will is present with 
me; but how to perform § that 
which is good I find not” (Rom. 
7:18). And again, “So then with 


the mind I myself serve the law 
cf. God; but with the flesh the 
law of sin” (Rom. 7:25). 


Therefore, it is evident that the 
lost man has one nature and it is 
bad; but the saved man has two 
natures, both: the old which is 
hed and the new which is good. 
There are no Christians excep: 
sinning Christians. Therefore, if 
we knew all about any Christian 
in the world, there would be plenty 
of reason to be shocked and dis- 
gusted with his sin and plenty of 


.,reason for a presumptuous judge 


to decide that any Christian was 
not saved, judged by his life. 
It is clear that those who tee} 


are saved, need to learn more 
Clearly the precious doctrine 
salvation by Christ and the doc- 
trine of all-pervading sin. 


The Inexcusable Presumption 
of Those Who Judge Others 
When Equally Guilty 

The wicked sin in judging 
others is that the one who judges 
deliberately excuses or ignores his 
own sin which is just as bac as 
that he so vigorously condenins in 
others. Romans 2:1 says, ‘““There 
fore thou art inexcusable, O man, 
whosoever thou are that judgest 
for wherein thou judgest another, 
thoy condemnest thyself; for tho» 
that judgest doest the same 
things.” 

That Scripture is the plain 
warning that the wrath of God 
is waiting to fall on such an in- 
excusable sinner as one who 
judged others. 

One who judges others is the 
same kind of sinner. That is the 
reason for the warning in Mat- 
thew 7:1: “JUDGE NOT, THAT 
YE BE NOT JUDGED.” The fol- 
lowing verse says, “For with what 
judgment ye judge, ye shall . bv 
judged: and with what measure 
ye mete, it shall be measured to 
you again.”” The sin of passing 
judgment on others, judging the 
heart, their motives, judging their 
sincerity, their salvation, and 
condemning them, is so great that 
God has determined = everyone 
guilty shall be measured in the 
same bushel and shall be judged 
in the same way. In Luke 6:37, 
God looks at it from the other sic 
and promises, “Judge not, and y> 
shall not be judged: condemn not, 
and ye shall not be condemned: 
forgive, and ye shall be forgiven.” 
Those who are merciful and chari- 
table to others shall have others 
be merciful and charitable to 
them. Those who refuse to con- 
demn will not be condemned. 
Those who are quick to forgive 
will be forgiven themselves. Oh, 
blessed are the merciful, for they 
shall obtain mercy! 

It is often true that those who 
judge others are guilty of greater 
sins as Jesus Himself plainly 
taught. He said: 

“And why beholdest thou the 
mote that is in thy brother's eye, 
but considerest not the beam that 
is in thine own eye? Or how wilt 
thou say to thy brother, Let me 
pull out the mote out of thine eye; 
and, behold, a beam is in thine 
own eye? Thoy hypocrite, first 
cast out the beam ouf of thine 
own eye; and then shalt thou see 
clearly to cast out the mote out

of they brother's eye” (Matt. 
7:3-5). 
How aptly the Saviour shows 


us the wickedness of our hearts. 
Many of us with a two-by-four 
timber in our eyes, figuratively 
speaking, go round about offering 
to get the sawdust out of other 
people’s eyes! Jesus plainly calls 
such a judge, “Thou hypocrite.” 
And He shows that the sin of 
those who judge others is that 
they consider not the beam that

Not long afterwards it was dis- 
‘covered that he had an incurable 
brain tumor. On trying to operate, 
|the surgeon found he was beyond 
help. How many scathing words 
had struck like arrows in the heart 
of this poor, sick man trying to 
hold on to his job, trying to walk 
straight, yet the victim of temp- 
tation he could not master, espe- 
cially in view of his infirmity. 

I tell you now, that many a 
self-righteous Christian, judging 
others, condemning their sin, is as 
guilty in God's sight- as. the 
drunkard and the harlot, the 
blasphemer and the thief! Oh. 
whoever thou art that judgest 
others, thou are inexcusable! The 
Sin of judging is a presumptuous 
Sin, a sin of the proud and haugh- 
ty and self-righteous Pharisee. It 
is a sin that God hates and upon 


Sin 18S at 


which He has vowed retribution! 

We are all made of the same 
kind of dirt. We are all of one 
blood. We are all alike sinners, 
Only the mercy of God could take 
any of us to Heaven. Those of 
you who have not fallen into dis- 
graceful sin may yet do so. You 
who do not commit adultery may 


lust in your heart which is the 
same sin in God's sight (Matt. 
9:28). You who do not kill, may 


hate. You who do not steal, may 
covet. But if God withdraws the 
hedges and’ barriers with which 
He has protected you more than 
others, you, too. May become a 
drunkard, an adulterer or a thief. 
“Wherefore let him that thinketh 
he standeth take heed lest he fall” 
(I Cor. 10:12). And remember 
that sweet injunction of Galatians 


6:1: “Brethren, if a man be over- 
taken in a fault, ye which are 
spiritual, restore such am one in 
the spirit of meekness; consider- 
ing thyself, lest thou also be 
tempted.” 

Considering thyself lest thou 
also be tempted! If we considered 
our own frailties, our own sin- 


fulness, we would not so qifickly 
judge others. 

I think preachers have stronger 
temptations than other people, and 
there are certain kinds of tempta- 
tions to which preachers are more 
prone than others. So it seems 
that preachers who preach against 
sin and who have high ideals and 
strong standards of Christian 
living are themselves more often 
the victim of the temptations te 
judge others. 

Not long ago, I was grieved by 
the attack on the president of @ 
great Christian school. Mimeo- 
graphed pages were handed me 
with an assortment of charges, 
Even if I had known none of the 
facts of the case I could see how 
unjust and unChristian were the

criticisms made. One woman was 
quoted as saying that this man of 
God who had won so many souls 
and been so greatly used of God 
should certainy not be in his 
present position because previous 
to his conversion he was an actor 
on the stage!

Every sermon is pungent, con- 
victing and arousing, for Chris- 
tians.

The Coming Kingdom of Christ 
is another book which has now 
teen printed in an enlarged and 
revised edition. It, too, appeared 
in wartime, in the second edition, 
in 1945, and some of the type was 
too small for easy reading. There 
are fifteen strong chapters. Now 
in larger type, instead of 149 
pages, it takes 188 pages. 

Colonel F. J. Miles, eminent Bi- 
bie teacher, distinguished British 
officer of the first World War, 
now international secretary 
the Russian Missionary Society, 
had the following kind words to 
say about this book:

He was a great big six- 
footer. He put his arms down on 
the desk and began to cry. “Dr. 
Bob, that is exactly what I have 
said to the Lord. Is it any wonder 
that the joy is gone?”

{ do not know a more purifying 
thing in a man’s ministry than an 
alert an eager expectancy for the 
return of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Do you want Him to come back? 

There is one crown I am going 
to have. I hope I will have some 
others, but I know I am going to 
have the crown that is given to 
those who love His appearingg. 

Will you let me speak to you 
out of my heart in a personal way 
for a minute? I want the Lord 
to come back for many reasons. 
You could not deal with young 
people and love souls and not want 
the Lord to come back in these 
days. I look at young people and 
think of the future that lies ahead 
— dark, uncertain and threatened 
with war. I think of all the fine 
lads I knew who went out to die 
on foreign soil in this last war, 
and I pray, “Lord, come back be- 
fore we have another one.” 

A mother, wearing a little gold 
atar, came up to see me one night 
just after the close of the last 
war. She said, “Dr. Bob, I would 
like for you to pray for my hus- 
band. He is unsaved. I hag a 
boy who was a’ wonderful Chris- 
tian. He was killed just shortly 
before the end of the war. I had 
a letter from him three days after 
I had had a telegram saying he 
was dead. The letter was written, 
he was killed and then the letter 
reached me after I knew he was 
gone. She took it out of her bag 
ang said, ““‘Would you like to read 
it?” I did not want to reaq it. 
I had had so much through those 
war years to break my heart—but 
I could not say no to a mother 
like that. She handed me the 
letter. It was written with a 
pencil on just a scrap of paper 
and read something like this: 

“Dear Mom: 

“They say we are going to see 
gome real action pretty soon. I 
think I will be back all right. But 
I just wanted to write and tell 
you that if anything happened 
that I diq not come back, you 
would not need to worry; I will be 
with Jesus. But I want you to 
tell Papa that I am praying for 
him. I am not sure I would see 
him again. I am afraid he is not 
gaved. Ask Dad to trust Jesus.” 

I handed it back and I am 
afraid I did not have much faith. 
I wondered if the prayers of a 
poor preacher could do much for 
& man whose heart had not been 
broken by a letter like that. 

I picked up a@ paper a few days 
ago and saw pictures of _ the 
hungry, suffering Chinese, and 
the orphans and widows in Greece 
— hungry little folks with swollen 
bellies and bony arms — begging 

wacrust of bread. And I cried, 

Lord, come quickly.” When 
He reigns there will be no more 
of that. 

But most of all — I suppose it 
is selfish — I want the Lord to 
@ome back because I want to see 

i I have never seen Him—not 
with these eyes. Oh, I saw Him 
omce with the eyes of a child's 
faith. I was five years old. Say, 
I love to see kids come up when 
an invitation is given. I know a 
Kid can know what he is doing. I 
was a preacher’s kid, sheltered, 
innocent; but scared of Hell. I 
knew I was a sinner. 

A psychiatrist said to me some 
time ago: “Fear of punishment 
i a poor motive for a religious 


experience.” 
I said, “Doctor, if you are trying 


te come. 


: 
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to tell me that being scared of 
Hell fire is a poor reason for 
coming to Jesus, you are just 
crazy.” Any motive that drives 
a man to Christ is a good motive. 
[I can think of better motives than 
fear of Hell but I can’t think of 
many more effective than that. 
Brother, we need some more 
preaching on that subject in these 
days. We need about a thousand 
Jonathan Edwards preaching on 
“A Sinner in the Hands of an 
Angry God.” 


I knelt down by my mother’s 
knee and said, “Mama. I want to 
be saved,’ and she pointed me to 
Jesus. He saved me that night. 
All the fear of Hell went away, 
ang all the sense of guilt. I knew 
He had saved me and I have never 
doubted it since. I have not al- 
ways been true to Him. There 
has been much failure. But my 
heart has never ceased to love 
Him. He has never been untruc 


| 


to me. Through all these years 
I have had in my mind something 
of an idea of how He must look. 


I want Him to come back be- 
cause I want to see Him with 
these eyes and tell Him how I 
love Him. All the service we can 
render is such a poor way of 
showing the love of a heart that 
the Lord Jesus has transformed. 
Words are such weak things to 
express what the heart feels. I 
want to speng about five hundred 
years of the millennium just sit- 
ting at His feet and looking at 
Him and saying, “Lord, I lve 
You.” I am going to sing then, 
I cannot sing now. I wish I 
could sing like “these folks who 
have sung so sweetly in this con- 
ference. I have a song in my 
heart, but all the melody is 
strained out when it passes 
through my vocal chords. But I 
am going to sing then. I hope 
they will sing that old hymn: 


All hail the pow’r of Jesus’ 
name! Let angels prostrate 
fall: 


Bring forth the royal diadem, 
and crown Him Lord of 
all, 


Bring forth the royal diamen, 
and crown Him Lord of all! 


Say, I am going to sing as loud- 
ly as anybody else—and I am 
going to stay on pitch. 


Do you want’ the Lord to come 
back? If your life is not yield- 
ed, you do not want Him to come 
back. You will be ashamed at 
His appearing. If there is some- 
body here who does not know 
Christ, you do not want Him to 
come, for when He comes for the 
saved you will be left behind. 
By your desire for the return of 
the Lord Jesus you can. gauge 
the spiritual state of your heart. 
And by your desire for the Lord 
Jesus you will find yourself im- 
plemented and inspired to go out 
and win souls for Christ. 

John, having seen all the glory 
of the revelation, cries with the 
eagerness of a burning, hungry 
heart, ‘Even so, Lord Jesus, quick- 
ly come!’ Do you want Him to 
came back? Then “why stand 
ve gazing up”? Witness and work 
and watch and wait, and some 
day He will be here.

er, we thank Thee for the Lord 
Jesus. We thank Thee that He 
came once to die for our sins. He, 
that sinless Son of God, was 
made sin for us, He carried our 
iniquities and bore our, sorrows.

healing. We thank Thee for the 
opportunity of telling men and 
women about Him, for the privi- 
lege of preaching the gospel, for 
being workers together with Thee.
